Mr. Bibi ae, the greatest party leader 
©J the day, and the foremost champion 
cf American protection, agrees with the 
Gazette on some of the features of the 
new tariff bul. The other day he was re­ 
ported by the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat to say to Boce congressmen who 
were discussing the McKinley Dill— 
“What do yon people mean by patting 
oat taal kina of a bill?'' domiciled the 
secretary, “ Haven’t you got any sease?” 
Mr. MoKiaiey replied la a tone of 
moderation that the bill woald probably 
undergo some modifications before it was 
broagbt before sue house. 
**0. you pat it oat to see what people 
thought of it, did yon? ’ said Mr. Blaine. 
“ You wanted to hear what people had 
to say about it, did you? Well, I can 
give you my opinion. 
I have a good 
mind to be interviewed. Yon congress­ 
men have been getting yourselves inter­ 
viewed and telling how unpopoLr this 
administration is, and why it is unpopu­ 
lar. 
The congressmen, one and all, pro­ 
tested thai they had not said the admin­ 
istration was uupopular, that they did 
not think it was unpopular, aud hat they 
were very well pleased with President 
Harrison.

Mr. McKinley replied that be hardly 
thought it probable that the bill when 
reported would bear such iuterprelation. 
There was so much opposition to the 
I }4 cents duty per pound on hides that 
the committee was forced to change its 
purpose, and do something different. Dp 
to 1872 the duty was IO per cent. ad va_ 
I ire dc, when hides were put on the tree 
Hit. A dispatch from Washington says 
in regard to hides that “there ha9 been a 
great conflict over this question and at 
one time the boot and shoe men of the 
east succeeded in getfing hides on the 
free list, but after careful discussion of 
the question the duty Wes fixed. Rep­ 
resentative Walker, of Massachusetts, 
who is a heavy leather dealer and manu­ 
facturer, says the linty will not be felt in 
increased cost i f manufactured leather. 
This statement, coupled with the fact 
that the farmers demand the reek ration 
of the duty or the removal of the duty 
on manufactured leather, decided the 
question. 
The master of the nan anal 
grange, who has been here ail winter 
working for the duty on agricoltntal pro­ 
ducts, stuck for the hide duty and it 
goes in. 
Toe importations of tides 
since they were mhdefreein 1872 has in­ 
creased 
about 
one-third, and now 
amounts to over $17,ODO,OOO wcrth or 
$6,000,000 worth more than when they 
carried a doty.” 
The duty on sugar has been reduced 
50 per Cent. which it is hoped, will prove 
a blessing, and the cuties on farm pro­ 
ducts have been somewhat advanced in 
order to meet the demands of the farm­ 
ers. It is claimed by Mr. McKinley 
that the bill will reduce the revenue 
Borne forty-five million dollars. 


The way of tariff makers iBhard, judg­ 
ing from the difficult ids that have beset 
the ways and means committee ia the 
house, and especially from the experi­ 
ence the committee is having io regard 
to twine. A dispatch from Washington 
gives an insight into some cf the per­ 
plexities of adjusting the tariff on bird­ 
ing twine: 
The twine and cordage men are angry 
because the ways^and means committee 
has decided t > reduce the duty from 
one and a he lf cents per pound, as pro­ 
vided for in the senate bill, to three­ 
quarters of a cent. A delegation from 
Mew York, Philadelphia, and Boston 
were heard to-day in favi r of the rate 
provided for in the senate bill. Repre­ 
sentative La Follette, of Wiboousid, a 
member of the committee, was respon­ 
sible for having the rate reduced. The 
t wine-makers showed 
the committee 
the 
pay-rolls 
in 
their 
shops 
and told the committee that if the 
duty was reduced to three-quarters of a 
cent they woald be compelled to shat 
down their basiaess. The t*ioe men 
were surprised to had awaitirg them a 
delegation of nine republican congress­ 
men— stroble of Iowa, Dunnell and 
L 'nd,of Minnesota, Conger, Dolliver 
and Lacey, of lows, Haugen of Wis­ 
consin, Hausbrougb, of North Dakota, 
and 
Pickier 
of 
Booth 
Dakota— 
together with two anti-twiue ru st men 
on the committee—Gov. Gear, of Iowa, 
aud LaFollette, of Wiscousin. These 
gentlemen represent the great wheat belt 
of the northwest which uses the bolk lot 
the twine manufactured. They want free 
twine and plenty of competition to make 
it cheap. 
It is claimed that the house will in­ 
sist on a low duty, not more than one 
a pound, and probably the nine republi­ 
can members who demand ;snoh a doty, 
will force the committee to treat the 
farmers faitly. 


Kemmler, the Buffalo murderer, will 
finally he executed by electricity, at the 
Auburn prisor, daring the week begin­ 
ning April 28.

It was at this place that 
Jenny Lino first sang In America, when 
she had as large and brilliant an audi­ 
ence as ever assembled on Ibis continent 
to bear any singer. Certainly the Castle 
Garden grc ands are historic. They were 
onoe the strongest place of defence in 
colonial days, and daring the revolution 
George Washington bad his headquarters 
on the Garden grounds. 
But Castle Garden is famous as the 
landing spot of immigrants, since May 
1847. Since that lime nearly ten mil­ 
lions of immigrants first toadied Amer­ 
ican soil at the Garden. They have come 
from the following countries:

L o n d o n , April I.—It is now stated on 
the highest authority, as well as being 
a matter o{ comniou gossip iii parlia­ 
ment and at the clubs, that the Queen is 
seriously considering the step of abdicat­ 
ing the British throne. 
The recent re­ 
ception of the Prince of Wales by the 
German Emperor has had a great effect 
on the aged Queen, who is now con­ 
vinced that lier son ought to have a 
chance to play the leading roll in En­ 
gland during tho rest of her life, which 
is certain to he short. 
The Queen’s bodily infirmity is In­ 
creasing, and silo is so rapidly running 
to flesh that massage is necessary to as­ 
sist her breathing. 
One strong objec­ 
tion tile Queen has to abdicating is the 
contingency of being called ex-Queen. 
8he wishes to assume the title of Queen 
Regent for the rest of her life. 
A special Dill will be introduced in the 
Parliament when she is willing to resign 
the actual throne and the Prince of 
Wales will be crowned King of England 
and Emperor of India. 
The Queen’s daily fare at Aix-les- 
Bains consists of tea and toast in the 
morning: a chop, stale bread, and cocoa 
at noon; at 5 in the afternoon she has 
tea and crackers. 
Her dinner consists 
of clear soup, underdone beef, chicken 
salad, and claret. 
She is not allowed 
any beer, champagne, or vegetables. 
She passes a quiet evening with Prin­ 
cess Beatrice and 
Prince Henry of 
Battenberg, playing tho piano, singing, I 
and playing cribbage. 
Poor Battenberg 
finds this deadly dull, and after the B 
Queen has retired for the 
night he 
sneaks out and smokes his pipe by the 
lonely sea or drinks beer at a bar.

Aa Increase o f 386,862 Bushels in North­ 
western Elevators. 


M i n n e a p o l i s , Minn., April I.—Fig­ 
ures obtained 
by the Northwestern 
Miller show the stock of wheat in 
private elevators in Minneapolis, and 
not included in the visible supply, to be 
1,10 4,000 bushels, a decrease of 1,000 
bushels for the week. 
There are 7,592,676 bushels in pub­ 
lic houses, 295,000 bushels at St. Paul, 
and 544,038 bushels at Duluth, mak­ 
ing a total of 15,345,014 bushels at 
the terminals, an increase of 388,862 
bushels for the week. 
The Market 
Record estimates that country elevator 
stocks decreased 428,000 bushels during 
the week, leaving the country stocks 
5,7(M,000 bushels. 
This makes the total stocks in eleva­ 
tors in Minnesota and the Dakotas 21,- 
049,815 bushels. 
The Record thinks 
that the decrease in stocks for March 
will be about 2,000,000 bushels.

W ashington, April I.—The Senate 
met at ll o’clock. 
There were twenty- 
five Senators present, but a call having 
been ordered the presence of a quorum 
was secured, and then tho Journal of 
Saturday was read and anproved. 
Tile House amendments to the Senate 
bill for a public building at Atchison, 
Kau., were disagreed to and a confer­ 
ence asked. 
Mr. Reagan then addressed the Senate 
on the bill tor the issue of treasury notes 
on the deposit of silver bullion. 
That bill, he said, wTas intended to re­ 
lieve the country from the effects of the 
worse than blunder <ff Congress in sta­ 
nding silver coinage in 1873. 
He re­ 
garded it as a hopeful sign that a Reptib- 
ican Senate should join in that great 
work, even although tho remedy pro­ 
posed might not be the best. 
It was a 
proof to the country, that tho existence 
of that great wrong had, at least, been 
admitted, and that a remody might 
be hoped for. 
Tho bill, he thought, 
would 
give 
temporary 
relief, 
but 
it 
was 
to 
bo 
regretted 
that 
the 
committee 
had 
not 
reported a bill for a free and unlimited 
coinage of silver, as well as of gold. 
Among the remedies which he would 
apply were the following: 
The payment 
of the bonded indebtedness of tho gov­ 
ernment in silver as well as in gold; the 
issue of certificates receivable for all 
public dues and taxes, and which would 
be legal tender ii) the payment of public 
and private debts; and tho retirement 
from circulation of all legal tender and 
national bank notes of a less denomina­ 
tion than SIO and the substitution of 
coin certificates therefor. 
The dependent pension bill was then 
taken up, the first question being on 
Mr. Plumb's amendment removing the 
limitation as to arrears of pensions — 
making pensions on account of wounds 
or Injuries or diseace commence from 
the death or discharge of the soldier. 
The author of the amendment said, in 
answer to a question as to how mu h it 
would cost the government to remove 
the limitation on arrears of pensions, as 
proposed by him, that It would probably 
reach 8478.000,000 or $=>()«,000,0<)0, 
Mr. Frye said he regretted that the 
amendment had been offered. Ile should 
regard its adoption as a terrible menace 
to the soldiers of the country. 
Ho had 
held for a long while, and he had under­ 
taken to show it In addresses to bodies 
of soldiers of his own State, that there 
was a pace too rapid altogether for their 
welfare and for their good. 
There was 
a danger of overleaping in the matter of 
f pensions. 
When Mr. Cleveland commenced to 
veto pension bills the Democratic party 
ratified what he did: and not only the 
Democratic party, but many of tho busi­ 
ness men in the Republican party, too. 
He said to Senators whp were pressing 
the amendment that they wore imper­ 
illing the truest interests of the soldiers 
and were creating prejudice against pen­ 
sions. 
If the amendment we;*' adopted ana 
the bill enacted into a law the soldiers 
who looked forward to a service-penslon* 
bill would look in vain. 
Ile dared not 
vote for a proposition that he believed 
would bo absolutely destructive to the 
best interests of the soldiers and lie 
should bo compelled tovoto “ No” on the 
amendment. 
Mr. Hawley expressed his personal 
obligation to Mr. Frye for telling the 
serious trutli in the matter. 
He did 
not believe that the American soldiers 
asked for tho amendment. 
He w’ould 
stake his political 
standing on the 
assertion that out of any 500 old soldiers 
there would 
be found 
a 
majority 
against it. 
Headlong 
extravagance 
would bring men into power who would 
stint and squeeze and deny tile soldier. 
There was a limit in the matter of 
pension legislation. 
Ho appealed to 
every old soldier to bo reasonable and 
ust. 
The American nation had cer­ 
tainly not been stingy. 
Pension 
ex­ 
penditures for tho 
next year would 
amount to nearly 8130,000,000. No nation 
in the world had over appropriated for 
its soldiers a sum that could bo com­ 
pared to that. 
He begged the old sol­ 
diers to remember that the objection to 
getting into another war would be, 
not the cost of carrying it on but the 
consequences of it; and ho also asked 
them to remember that those enormous 
sums of money came trom the pockets, 
very largely, of people as poor as them­ 
selves. 
Senator Hawley told an anecdote of 
Gen. Grant on the occasion of his last 
visit to the national capitol 
With his 
characteristic modesty he kept out of 
the chamber and sat in one of the cloak­ 
rooms, 
where almost every 
Senator 
visited him, 
He sat with tho accus­ 
tomed cigar and talked freely on every 
question introduced. 
Ile said that on 
his way to the capitol a clergyman came 
to him asking him to sign a memorial 
asking that every man who had ever 
been a prisoner of war should bo pen­ 
sioned. 
Grant told the clergyman he ought to 
be in better business; that there wore all 
kinds of prisoners—some who let them­ 
selves he caught easily; some who had a 
stomach-ache or a sore toe when a battle 
was in tho air. and who wore caught by 
a squad of rebel cavalry, and some who 
were caught ahead of the skirmish line. 
Some of them had a good rest and were 
all the better for being prisoners. 
“ I 
will tell you,” said Gen. Grant, “ what I 
would do lf I were President. 
I would 
sign any reasonable bill to relieve the 
distress of an honest old soldier, or of 
his widow or children, but I would not 
vote one dollar to the able-bodied man.” 
After further discussion Mr. Plumb's 
amendment was rejected—yeas, 9; nays, 
15, as follows:

and trust companies 
Some years ago his finn dealt largely

the army had been bought. In tile mar­ 
ket this was not known, the Impression 
being that he was buying on ids own ac­ 
count.

Mr. Dows retired from 
business a few years ago and was suc­ 
ceeded by his son.

It has often been remarked by persons 
sailing up the Hudson or Connecticut 
rivets, or in fact any of our American 
rivers, that they were strongly impressed 
with tbe beauty of the scenery, paitiou- 
larly with tbe number and diversified 
farms of trees upon the banks aad hill­ 
sides, giving tbe landscape an tir of 
grandeur aud loveliness, end if you 
travel inlaud tbe same features are ob­ 
servable in many cf the more beauti tai 
off i s and towns.* 
This love or desire fir rural taels 
and ornament speaks w ell for our peo­ 
ple, a nether they have been most judic­ 
ious in their choice of trees or not, and 
donbtlesa the time is not far distant when 
a proper regard Will be paid to the cul­ 
tivation of tbe best trees and shrub# fcr 
beautifying cur parks, public highways

towns tbe Belting of trees is regulated by 
law, and their management under put-1 lo 
control. It ought to be here. 
Trees 
may be divided into three classes: First, 
fruit trees; seoond, trees for timber, fuel 
and ehip building; third, ornamental 
trees. The two first are not inclnded in 
the present programme, benoe I will con - 
fine myself to tbe latter. 
In ornamenting cities’, villages and ru- 


iteelf the most symetnc&l top of all our 
shade trees. It i? no less beautiful in the 
parks or woodland ooenes in autumn 
when it puts on its bright orange and 
( crimson plumage. 
From the graceful, 
j regular farm of its top, the rich verdure 
I and clean)loess of i;s foliage in snmmer, 
the planting of this tree cannot be too 
highly recommended, either tor oily or 
country. 
The linden is a good grower, and 
among our choicest shade tree*. 
Tbe white asb is a good grower,a 
clean, bealtby tree, baa beautiful foliage( 
is rarely attacked by insects, and deserves 
ta be extensively planted in lines for or­ 
dinary streets and highways. 
The blaok-walnnt and butternut are 
both gool growers, rarely attacked by 
insects, and will more than repay the 
farmer fcr their planting and culture in 
their delicious fruits. 
Toe sbagbaok hickory is below grower, 
but is beautiful iu form, aud rugged and1 
clean. 
Many others might be named of more 
cr lees merit, bot among those that have 
little or no merit is the soft maple. Give 
it a wide berth. 
For cemeteries I would embrace every 
tree of tbe forest and every ornaments I 
tree, intermingled, planted in appropri­ 
ate locations. 
All trees are beautiful in the city of the 
dead. Having said this much in regard 
to tbe selection of tbe best trees for 
streets, lawns and cemeteries, I want to 
say there is no one thing in which tbe 
people of this country have been so un­ 
wise, so profligate, as in the de Amotion 
of cur forests, and ia none so neglectful 
as in faiiiug to plant trees for ornament, 
protection, beauty and healthfulness. 
Considering their great value there is no 
investment that gives such good returns 
as tbe planting of trees. There are 
many places in Ibis city with very good 
buildings that tbe trees are woith more 
than ail tbe other improvements. The 
loss cf a bouse may be replaced in a year, 
cut the Iocs cf fine trees takes years ta 
replace. 
There is no greater evidence of culture 
and good taste on tbe part of an individ­ 
ual .or community, than tbe ornamenta ­ 
tion of their streets, lawns and parks with 
tbe best selection of ornamental t ees 
ani shrubs. 
There is no one other 
thing that adds so much to our protec­ 
tion, health and comfort as parks and 
lawns beautified with shade and orna­ 
ments! trees. There is no one other thing 
for its coef, that adds so mooh to the 
value of property. In older countries 
great attention is paid to the ^cultivation 
and preservation of forests and trees 
generally. There the desire la to pre­ 
serve not destroy,—there to plant not to 
*, out down; there trees are allowed ta bor 
‘ der on cultivated fields, without regard 
to consequences. Here every tree that 
oasts a shadow over tbe plowed farrow, 
is doomed to fall, as if the additional

This subject of architectural lawn 
ornamenting is practiced by every beauty 
loving people of the wcrl \ and is every 
day becoming more and more universal, 
Tnere are no established roles, so you 
will cee as muoh variety and diversity ae 
there are different minds to conceive- 
Among the ohoioeet selections for the 
lawn, the weeping willow, the weeping 
birch, tbe moantaia ash, the fringe tree, 
the sumac, tne evergreen box, with a few 
balsams, pines and spraoe have impoit- 
ant places. 
To this list we might add the drooping 
elm, the horse oheatnul and the honey 
loons!. The 1 mu I trees or shrubs wbioh 
add so mach beauty to our lawns are 
very numerona and different parties wilj 
select different varieties to meet their 
taste. Among the trees best adapted fo* 
streets and highways I have no hesita­ 
tion in recommending the American 
elm, the sugar maple, the linden (or 
basswook,) the white asb, tbe black wal­ 
nut, the shagbark hickory, the butternut 
and in tbe order above named. Bat 
above these all the elm alands the most 
oonspi cions 
It has long been a 'avorite paiticulvr- 
f ly in New Eogl iud, where it i 1 very gen­ 
erally employed as a shade tree for lin­ 
ing avenues, tbe planting cf parks, and 
as Bach there are f iw, if any more ap­ 
propriate for these objects. And as a 
picturesque Ires in woodland scenes, it 
is not surpassed by any in the forest in 
point of beauty or size. When col ti vat - 
ed as an ornimental or shade treee, its 
lower-moet branches diverging outwards 
and upwards, at a few yards above the 
ground, and afterwards dividing and 
subdividing into smaller ramifications 
and diffusing on all aides its pendulous 
Lranobelts floating lightly in the air, it 
f inns an object of dignity and grandeur.
